Freight Rates Ordered 
Reduced on Hay, Grain, 
and Feed, by the I. C. C. 


(By United Ureas) 
Washington, Oct. 22- A general re­ 
duction of freight t at**- on hay, grain 
and feed in western t^nd inter-moun­ 
tain territory has been ordered by th*, 
interstate commerce Commission to­ 
day. 
This action, forecast exclusively 
by the United Press, is one of the first 
steps by the government d esign ed to 
avert the threatened railroad strike. 
The reductions made are approxi­ 
mately IO per cent on heavy grains 
and product* and prepared food prod­ 
ucts. 
The interstate commerce com­ 
mistion said the present rates were 
unjust and unreasonable. 
The items 
given are but single items in the re 
ductions contemplated, 
It applies to 
practically all rate* west of Omaha 
and Chicago, through yuc Twin Title.*

about a general reduction of freight 
rates in northwestern territory.

for better enforcement of the Federal 
laws protecting migratory game birds 
and for the purchasing of 
suitable 
marsh and swamp lands to furnish 
nesting grounds for the birds in the 
North, feeding and resting grounds 
scattered over the country for Hie use 
of the birds during migrations, Winter­ 
ing grounds in the South where thn* 
may be absolutely protected from tuo- 
lestation, und public shooting grounds 
where the sportsman may secure bb 
share of the annual increase in til Ik 
game. 
Free shooting marshes must be pro 
vided, but we will never get them in 
uny other way. 
The absolute control 
of such territory by the Federal Gov* 
eminent or the states, the same to be 
set aside us game bird refuges and 
public shooting grounds for uli time 
to come, is the only tiling thai will 
prevent the draining of such terrltorv 
so valuable to the 
game 
and 
the 
sportsman. 
It is strange, hut true, that it can 
he shown that although

marsh is worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to the people as a whole
